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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I: Fig 1 for an electric vehicle power supply apparatus having a status detecting 
circuit to prevent overcharging of the vehicle battery part of the power supply apparatus; 

Species II: Fig 5 wherein the power supply apparatus further includes an automatic 
power-off circuit. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, independent claim 1 appears to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct sub-species 
of the claimed invention: 

Sub-species A: Fig 2, for a state-detecting circuit incorporating zener diodes to detect a 
battery overvoltage situation based on sensing when a predetermined zener voltage in the state- 
detecting circuit exceeds the voltage on the power supply line; 

Sub-species B: Fig 3, for a state-detecting circuit incorporating the zener diodes and 
further incorporating into the state-detecting circuit a temperature-sensitive resistor sensing the 
battery temperature; 

Sub-species C: Fig 4, for a state-detecting circuit incorporating a battery full-charge 
detecting circuit that detects a folly-charged state of the battery and further incorporating a 
remaining-battery-capacity detecting sub-circuit. 

EXAMINER'S NOTE: These sub-species for the state-detecting circuits are indicated in 
the instant specification as being capable of being used singly, as depicted, or in combination. If 
shown and claimed in specific combinations, the claimed specific combinations of the state- 
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detecting circuit would constitute further sub-species to be identified and could be subject to 
further election requirement(s). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed sub-species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, independent claim 1 appears to be generic.
